German lines also were “swaying” northwest of Smolensk 
where the Russians are lunging toward Latvia, the commu­ 
nique disclosed. Russians driving south from Kiev were said 
by CBS to have established contact with the Pereyaslav 
bridgehead over the Dnieper, 55 miles below the Ukrainian 
city.

Russian troops made a new landing in the Crimea, the 
Berlin radio said today, tightening their grip on that coffin 
o f t he German 17th Army. 
Heavy fighting was reported in the Perekop Isthmus 
which links the Black Sea peninsula to the mainland in the 
north. 
Battles flamed in bridgeheads on either side of Kerch, 
the eastern port of 105,000, as the Red Army applied a 
squeeze on the area slightly larger than Vermont from at 
least two directions.
